South Park 

Fresh Renderings for the Fig + Pico Hotel Towers 

The project by Lightstone Group would feature buildings of 42 and 25 stories in height, rising to architectural peaks of 529 
feet and 326 feet respectively. 

Six-Storv Hotel Coming to South Park 

The proposed development, slated for a single parcel at 1320 S. Flower Street, would consist of a six-story building feature 
43 guest rooms, two apartments and various amenities. 

Fashion District 

City Market speeds Fashion District's turn to booming downtown neighborhood 

After having sat vacant for years, the once-thriving market is reemerging as City Market South, an upscale outpost 
dedicated to dining, drinking and hanging out. The idea is to entice a new wave of office workers and others who want to 
unwind on a downtown block few used to visit. 

Planning Commission signs off on Fashion District's first high-rise 

Over objections from Skid Row residents worried about displacement, the Los Angeles Planning Commission on Thursday 
threw its support behind a 33-story residential tower proposed for Seventh and Maple. The high-rise would be the tallest 
building ever erected in Downtown LA's Fashion District.

MARS Pavilion experiments with robotic construction 

Like a private TED Conference, the MARS Conference brought together business leaders, academics and others pushing the 
envelope of technology. The resulting MARS Pavilion prototype—including an exhibition and video of the design process—is 
currently on view at the A+D Architecture and Design Museum in the Los Angeles Arts District.

Downtown Plays a Huge Role in the Art Showcase 'Pacific Standard Time' 

While it takes place across Southern California, Pacific Standard Time: LA/LA will have a hefty concentration of activities in 
Downtown. The concentration of arts institutions in Downtown makes the area an epicenter of Pacific Standard Time, 
particularly for performance. 

It's official: LA gets 2028 Olympics 

As it has twice before the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum will host both the opening and closing ceremonies and track and 
field events for the 2028 Olympics. 

LA will bid to host Amazon's second corporate headquarters 

The company is looking for a site that can initially accommodate at least 500,000 square feet, with a total build-out of 8 
million square feet—roughly the size of eight Broadway Trade Centers—by 2027. If LA were to beat out other competitors 
like Chicago and Atlanta, Amazon's impact on the area would be incredible. 
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
